THE FOLLY OF NOT 
INSURING. 
—— 


By Our MoToRING CoRRESPONDENT. 

The folly of not taking out an insurance 
policy which covers third party risks was 
exemplified in an English court last week. 
Miss Bransby Williams, daughter of the well- 
known impersonator of Dickens's characters, 
took some friends for a drive. e car col- 
lided with a pig, and the occupants were 
thrown out. Two of Miss Wiliams’s friends 
were injured, and the Court awarded them 
damages amounting to £4,000. | 
In some guarters the case has been described 
as “a new terror for motorists.” As a matter 
of fact, it is nothing of the kind. True, the 
motorist does not expect his friends to 
“round ” on him when through an accident 
on the road they suffer injuries. He is pre- 
to pay for the hens that he kills, and 
to compensate the pedestrian or cyclist— 
even if he is under no strict legal obligation 
to do so—whose carelessness makes an accident 
inevitable; but he expects the friend whom he 
takes for a run or the wayfarer to whom he 
ives a “lift” to accept such risks as motor- 
ing involves. 


Fully Covered. | 


Nevertheless, the motorist need not feel per- 
turbed—unless, of course, he has been guilty 
of gross negligence and is lable to conviction 
on a charge of manslaughter—when circum- 
stances are against him and through some 
error of jadgment or some mechanical mishap 
he injures his friends, himself and his car. A 
third party policy guards him against all 
financial loss. : ay 
Every first-class SS issues policies 
under which the assured or any relative or 
friend is assured in respect of accidents to 
any third person, including passengers. “The 
only persons excluded are t in the service 
of the assured, and, of course, they are covered 
under the Workmen’s Compensation Act. — 
Before a passenger riding as a guest in 4 
car can succeed in a claim for injuries received 
in an accident he must convince the judge and 
ju that there has contributory 
negligence on the part of the driver of the 
car. The same condition applies to passengers 
in taxis and other hired vehicles. In the case 
of a collision the “fare” would link the 
owners of the two vehicles as defendants and 
leave it to the jury to decide who was to 


blame. 


‘| Pillion Riders. 


Virtually the only passenger who is not 
covered by the ordinary third party policy is 
the pillion rider, Special insurance !s needed 
for the risks in this case—about 50 per cent. 
extra premium. In the eyes of the insurance 
companies the riding of a motor-cycle combina- 
tion involves just the same risk as the riding 
of a solo machine. Side-car passengers, how- 
ever, are specifically insured at 10s. a seat.

himself against. every conceivable risk. There 
are foolish folk, of course, who laugh at pre- 


cautions and save a few shillings every year 
by doing without a policy, The wise man, 
however, leaves a fool to his folly. 


Taxation Changes. 

Now when Sir William Joynson-Hicks has 
become s member of the British Government 
he will be in a better position to push the 
claim of motorists for a revision of the present 
system of taxation. Many members of arlia- 
ment are pledged to do their utmost to secure 
this reform, and the pressure that they can 
exert should be irresistible when the Budget 
resolutions—assuming that Mr. Baldwin does 
not forestall them—are under consideration. 
The horse-power tax is not merely absurd, but 
grossly unfair,

last straw on the back of trade. 

A change in Britain is virtually certain.

AVIATION OF TO-DAY, 


AN EIGHTEENTH CENTURY 
PROPHECY. 


The Awto (says a.Paris telegram) draws at 
tention to an interesting passage im the 
Memoirs of the Marquis d’Argenson, who, ae 
early as 1741, foretold the large role which 
aviation would eventually play in the world's 
history. ‘ This is another idea which will be 
considered ridiculous,”’ wrote the Marquis. 
“I am persuaded that one of the first dis- 
coveries which will be made, perhaps in our 
century, will be the discovery of the art of 
flying in the air. In this way men will travel 
swiftiy and comfortably, and even mer- 
chandise will be carried on great flying ships. 
There will be aerial armies. “Our present forti- 
fication will become useless, but the artillery 
will learn to aim into the air. It will be 
necessary for a new post to be created in the 
Kingdom—that of Secretary of State for Aur 
Forces.” 

The Auto pointa ont that this passage was 
written exactly a century before the birth, of 
Clement Ader, who first solved the problem 
of heavier-than-air flight.—(Reuter.)

CHURCH NOTES. 


There is a remarkable sequel to the 
Angio-Vatnolic Conterence held at Burton-on- 
Trent last week. ‘ihe remarks of the Kev. 
J. S. Wilmott, Vicar of St. Hilda's, Leeds, 
are repudiated by the entire executive com- 
mittee. Mr. Willmott told the Conference 
that Christianity in England came from Rome. 
Rome was their mother, and the Bishop of 
Rome should be their Patriarch, and should 
be acknowledged by every one of them as 
such. The Executive Committee say :—‘“Ihese 
are views we do not hold, and find it impos- 
sible to accept. ‘They appear to be con- 
We 
uphold our Church in her repeated repudiation 
of Papal claims.”’ 

The Bishop of Coventry (Dr. Lisle Carr), 
speaking at Leamington, said that if he could 
have his way, he would have no “ profiteer- 
ing ' of gambling at bazaars or sales of work, 
and there should be no “ bothering ’’ people 
it connection with such enterprises. One did 
more with English people if one defined what 
they ought to do, and left them to do it. He 
ad that the mission of the layman had been 
left too much to their Nonconformist brethren, 
and that the Parochial Councils were a chal- 
lenge to men to be apostles of the Gospel. 

The Bishop of Liverpool has consulted the 
clergy of the Diocese, and the lay members of 
the oinéana Conference on the proposal to 
irtroduce Reservation íor the Sick into the 
Revised Prayer Book, and to make certain 
changes in the canon of the Communion Office. 
On Reservation for the Sick 75 clergymen 
voted for its introduction, and 165 against 
it. For the proposed alteration in the canon 
43 clergymen gave their votes in favour, and 
141 against it. Nearly 200 representative 
clergymen met and voted, and they were 
almost unanimous against both proposals. For 
the introduction of Reservation for the Sick, 
orly fourteen votes were given, and for the 
changes in the Communion Office only four. 

The Islington Conference of the Evangelical 
party will be held on January 9th in the 
Church House, Westminster, under the Pre- 
sidency of the Rev. H. W. Hinde, Vicar of 
Islington. The general subject will be 
“Revival.” The invited speakers include 
the Bishop of Bradford, the Rev. H. C. Jack- 
son, Vicar of Shirley; the Rev. Rev. E. 8. 
Woods, Holy Trinity, Cambridge; and the 
Rev. J. W. Russell, Howden. 

An important and practical scheme has been 
drawn up for the purpose of giving assistance 
and advice to members of the Churches of 
England or Ireland who may emigrate to the 
Australian Dominions. The Church of Eng- 
land Men’s Society propose to appoint an 
officer, probably a clergyman, as Common- 
wealth Emigration Officer, in order to control 
the work under the direction of the Society. 
Thev will provide for the proper reception of 
the immigrants at every port on arrival in 
Australia, and srrance for the provision of a 
short Service of Thanksgiving in the Cathedral, 
a hostel for their accommodation, club rooms 
in the city, where they are made welcome, 
and a farm near each city, where those desir- 
ing to go on the land, and needing expert 
assistance can remain for two or three months 
while making definite arrangements. [hus 
every emigrant will be made to feel that he 
is not landing as a stranger in that land 
which is to be his future home.

| Mr. Bonar Law announced in the House 
of Commons yesterday that the Government 
had ordered the construction of two new 
capital ships, which would be: putin hands 
immediately. - There has been: much, dis-. 
cussion during the past four years con- 
cerning the value of the capital ship in 
modern naval] warfare. The iate Admiral 
Fisher, at will be remembered, opened the 
controversy with his classic “scrap the 
lot '” letters to The Times, and other ex- 
perts, likeSir Percy Scott, have not ceased 
to preach the abolition of the capital ship 
and its sabstitution by submarine and air- 
cratt. Time alone will tell whether the 
capital ship has had its day; but in the 
meanwhile the British Navy is being 
allowed to fall behind the naval establish- 
ments of some of the other Great Powers. 
Nine months ago the Naval Disarmament 
Convention, proposed by the Government of 
the United States, was signed at, Washing- 
ton. By the terms of that agreement the 
contracting Powers bound themselves to 
reduce their fleets io a certain definite 
strength, and, so far, Britain is the only 
one of them which has fulfilled her bargain 
to the letter. She has scrapped no fower 
than nineteen capital ships and, in common 
with the United States and Japan, has 
ratified the Washington agreement form- 
ally, although neither France nor Italy 
has decided to accept it. 

Britain, therefore, is in very 
anomalous position. There. can be no 
question of partial ratification. Unless 
the pact is accepted by all the contracting 
Powers; it will fall automatically to the 
ground, and the British Empire will find 
itself the victim of its own good faith. 
Britain must think of her own naval 
interests, which are greater than those 
of any other nation in the world; 
and, unless her French and Italian 
friends decide to ratify the Washington 
agreement before the beginning of next 
year, her whole naval policy must be 
revised. The twe ships which the Govern- 
ment je about to lay down will make no 
actual addition to Britain’s strength at 
sea. They will merely complete her quota 
ot post-Jutlend capital ships, as fixed at 
Washington, and they ought to have 
been put in-hands long ago. . Naturally, 
they will cost a large sum of money; but 
most of the expenditure will be devoted to 
the payment oi wages, and their construc 
tion will give e much needed fillip to a 
langnishing industry. The new batile- 
ships will embody all the lessons of the

| Battle of Jutland. They will befar more 


modern than the Hood, which is Britain's 
only post-Jutland ship at present; and, 
while their tonnage will be restricted by 
the Washington agreement to 35,000 tons, 
they. probably will be the finest men-of- 
war afloat. 

if the Washington pact “is” ratified 
by France and Italy, the relative strengths 
of America, Japan and. Britain in 
capital ships will be 20-10-22. If it is 
not ratified—and this is the more probable 
alternative—their relative strengths will 
be 41-23-23. In this event, thereiore, 
Britain will lose even’ . 
standard which always has been regarded 
as the irreducible minimum of her naval 
requirements. Furthermore, if the treaty 
be rejected, the United States will have 
three post-Jutland ships in commission 
and no fewer than thirteen on the slips. 
Japan will have two complete, four in pro- 
cess of construction, and four more in con- 
templation ; while Britdin’s ewe lamb will 
be the Hood, with the two new ships in 
more or less distant prospect. Obviously, 
therefore, ‘unless the Washington agree- 
ment is ratified, Britain will fall into the 
third place among the world’s naval 
Powers, and her only guarantee of 
national: safety will disappear. Britain 
cannot, even if she would, try to compete 
with America in a naval contest: She has 
not the money, in the first place, and, 
in the next place, her people would not 
tolerate a repetition of the Anglo-German 
scramble for nava] supremacy. She must 
‘do everything in her power, however, to 
maintain her fleet at the highest possible 
pitch of efficiency, and for that reason her 
sailors must be provided with ships in 
which they can have the utmost con- 
fidence.

Irish Motor Traders. 

Every trade in Southern Ireland has 
been afflicted by the disorders of the last 
two years; but the motor trade,can claim 
a sad pre-eminence of suffering. It has 
felt most heavily and most persistently 
all the direct and indirect consequences of 
a state of war. During the year before 
the Truce every motor car was, for quite 
good reason, an object of suspicion to the 
British military authorities; and they 
took sieps which virtually drove the 
private car off the roads. The motor 
trader’s business vanished at one fell 
swoop. Works were closed, as the Irish 
Motor Agents’ Association tells us in 
the letter which we print to-day; trade 
was stopped and sales were cancelled. 
| Since, the Truce. the moter trader, 
has been hit in two ways. His cars 
and his customers’ cars have been

It is pressing 
the British Government to send a branch 
of this Committee to Dublin, and the 
suggestion is being “considered ” at White- 
hall, We cannot pretend to judge the legal 
aspect of the matter, and we realise that the 
line of liability must be drawn somewhere. 
Nevertheless, we think that the s 
sufferings of the Irish motor trad 
them a special claim on the 
Government and entitle them to the 
fullest measure of practical sympathy that 
the Irish Government can afford to bestow. 
No other: body of Irish business men has 
made a larger contribution of energy and 
enterprise to the common welfare,’ These 
qualities will be invaluable in all the 
pioneer work connected with transport and 
communications that lies before the Free 
State. Anything that can be done to give 
the motor trade a fair start.in the new 
Ireland will be not only bare justice, but 
good public policy.

Unhealthy Curiosity. 


The Ilford murder trial has ended in 
the conviction of both defendants, and 
both have been condemned to death. The 
murder was a deliberate and sordid crime. 
The trial was devoid of legal or dramatic 
interest, and the long series of letiers that 
passed between the murderers contained 
no profit for anybody save the criminal 
psychologist. The astonishing aspect of 
the trial was the morbid interest that was 
taken in it by the public. There have been 
many murder trials at the Old Bailey 
that a sensation-loving public might be 
excused for wanting. to witness; but none 
has ever excited a more morbid fascina- 
tion over thousands of ill-balanced and 
ghoulish persons of both sexes than, this 
drab and squalid story. Ii the crowd had 
been going to the Old Bailey to witness 
the production of some dramatic master- 
piece or to listen to the world’s greatest 
musician, it could not have struggled more 
fiercely or waited more patiently through 
long hours of discomfort on the kerbstone. 
People took their places in the queue at 
three o'clock in the afternoon in order to 
be sure of securing a seat at ten o'clock 
on the following morning; and _ intelli- 
gent members of the unemployed, who 
took places with a view to selling them 
again, disposed of the coveted positions to 
people who would not have paid half the 
sum for a ticket to the Three Arts ball 
Such morbidity hardly can belong to that 
reaction from the war which drove men 
and women to seck pleasure and bright-| 
ness and freedom from cate. Whatever 
the cause may be, it is a sign of in- 
tellectual ill-health in the People that, 
cannot be cured too quickly. 


Sleeve Dogs. 


In 1860 two minute, but historic, puppy 
dogs were brought to England from the 
Summer Palace at Peking. They were the 
last survivors of the Chinese sleeve dogs— 
so called because fashionable mandarins 
were wont to carry them in their flowing 
sleeves. After centuries of cultivation,

SHELLEY CENTENARY.

POET’S CONNECTION 
WITH IRELAND. 


In the course of a Centenary Lecture - 
‘* Shelley: His Connection with Ireland,” 
the none of the National Literary oi, 
Ely place, Dublin. last evening, Professor W. 
F. ds: Litt.D., said that the poet, who 
was born in 1792, and died in 1822, was & 
child of revolution. He grew up in a great 
revolutionary period like our own. 

The psyc hological source of political revolu. 
tion is, the lecturer said, also the psyche 
logical source of fresh nature poetry: it is 
the impulse towards self-expression, which 
results from the emotional disturbance caused 
(at least in our day) by & world war. 
Shelley’s revolt against all that he regarded 
as tyranny took many torms While yet a 
youth he came to Ireland and sought. to dis- 
seminate “ An Address to the [Trish People,” 
advocating the cause of Catholic Emancipa- 
tion and Repeal of the Union. Then he 
aspired to be a sort of Labour leader, de- 
nouncing militarism and capitalism, and pro- 
posing the establishing of Workers’ Republics 
everywhere. He also hed that. women 
should have equal political and eocial rights 
with men. 

Filled with humanitarian oalnveniaitil ne 
scorned the morality and the. religion which 
seemed to hinder hasty reforms of a crude

character. But while advocating revolution 
in every sphere, he ‘reprobated violence; 
reason was the only weapon to be employed. 


What was of more importance wae that 
Shelley was a great poet. In his first im- 
portant poem, “ Alastor,’’ he reveals the 
passionate longings which can never be fully 
satisfied, because nothing Jess than the Infinite 
can satisfy his infinite aspirations and hie 
love for the eternal beanty. This comes out 
again and again in later work. 

very great poem is ‘* Prometheus: Un. 
bound.” Here Jupiter, who claims omnipo- 
tence, stands for the tyranny of evil; he 
tortures Prometheus because Prometheus is 
full of love for mankind. The hero snffers 
and endures with transcendent heroism. In 
the end a miracle brings to an end the reign 
of Jupiter, and all nature joins with Man in 
the jubilant music of victory. Love, Joy, and 
Peace have won. 

In this poem, as elsewhere, it is made clear 
to us that no conceivable social reforms will 
satisfy the soul of Shelley; for he aspires after 
something higher, and his Kingdom of Love, 
Joy, and Peace is set up, not in our world. 
but in an apocalyptic Heaven. Again in 
“ Adonais,”’ his great elegy on the death of 
Keats, Shelley declares not only his assurance 
of immortality of soul, but his conviction of 
reality of a Divine pow er

This great poet's opinions, as expressed in 
prose, are not defensible. In his attitude to 
religion, he went far astray.

The Iliord murder trial concluded yesterday 
afternoon at the Central Criminal Court, Lon- 
don, when Frederick Bywaters and Mrs, Edith 
Thompson were found guilty of the murder of 
the husband of the female prisoner; and Mr. 
Justice Shearman passed sentence of death in 


both cases. 
“I am not guilty; I am no murderer; I am 
no aesassin.”” Bywaters’s outburst just before 
the death sentence was passed upon him was 
one of defiance. be 
“- I am not guilty, oh God; I am not guilty, 
oh God,” Edith ‘Thompson’s last words, 
uttered in a voice convulsed ‘with sobs, rang 
out in a court like & dying appeal for mercy 
from a woman in the depths of agony. 

Living memory can many find a parallel to 
the poignancy of the double death sentence 
scene, Not a man, not a woman in the pack 
court, who did not feel some spark of pity for 
the, woman who had written her own doom in 
her own love letters; but not a man, not a 
woman, who did not feel at the same moment 
that justice had been done. There was no re- 
commendation to mercy. 
The last phase of the trial surpassed any- 
thing that Robert Hichens or any creator of 
modern drama could have foretold. The un- 
real and the unnatural atmosphere of melo- 
drama that had been created in the earlier 
stages of the trial completely vahished when 
the jury re-entered the court to give their 
verdict, after two hours and a quarter's con- 
sideration. SES. ' 
FINDING OF THE JURY. 


Edith Thompson was the first to be brought 
up the narrow stairs into the dock to hear her 
fate. Her face the colour of alabaster, hér 
rather heavy jaw clenched, and her thin lips 
twisted and distorted, she was lifted very 
tenderly over the top step by two wardresses, 
a third wardress following close behind. She 
collapsed in a heap on her chair and buried 
her head in her arm. 
Bywaters, with several warders round him, 
came up the steps with more composure. His 
teeth were set in defiance. His face was 
flushed, but his hands moved restleasly and 
clutched the edge of the dock. ‘There was a 
second left for him to lean over and shake 
hands with his solicitor. | 
The Clerk of Arraigns, a bewigged figure, 
with a kindly voice, turned to the jury. 
“How say you’? Do you find the prisoner,

The Conference of Prime Ministers decided 
yesterday to adjourn until January 2,.0on the 
ground that, it has not been possible ia the 
time available to arrive at definite conclusions 
on the momentous issues involved. This is 
by no means wholly satisfactory. It really 
signifies that ior the present the Allies have 
agreed’ to difier,- that opposing views hate 

stated, but have not been reconciled. 
The French -hold to their demand for such 
guarantees in return for & moratorium as the 
occupation of the Ruhr, while the Italian so 
far agrees with that of the French Govern- 
ment as to admit the seizure of pledges in 
the form of German State mines and forests— 
a revival of an old and abandoned project— 
while rejeciing the idea ‘of the occupation 
of the Ralr Basin. 

Some progvess, ro doubt, was made in the 
discussion of inter-Allied debts in connection 
with reparations; but on the general problem 
it was found impossible to reach an agree- 
ment. It wes out of the question that the 
British Government should. consent to the 
oceupation of the Ruhr, while M. Poincaré 
obviously hesitated in view oí tle 
peremptory demands of certain sections 


of French public’ opinion fo relax 
his detertiained attitude on this particular 
point. Decision is deferred because the 


necessary political data are not available. In 
the circumatances; it is a matter for thank- 
fulness that decision has been deferred, and 
that for the time bemy precipitate ection 
has been avotded. . 
The present Conierence f*ems to be dis- 
tinguished irom its =predecestors bw the 
absence of any overbearing persona! issue. 
the discussions of the last three days were 
clearly carried on in a spirit of the greatest 
good-will. ‘There was no atlempt to impose 
on the Conferente any ‘particular solation. 
The debate was objective, and for this, in our 
opinion, very great credit is due to Mr. Bonaz 
Law, who, by his calm, persuasive manner, 
seems to have conciliated his opponents,. even 
when he stated what must have ‘Seon to them 
unpalatable truths. . 
e have sometimes in the past expressed 
our dissatisfaction with the methods of ¢on- 
ference as applied to the solution of difticuls 
European problems; but we are bound to 
admit, that if on matters of grave moment 
representatives oí. the Allies exchange their 
views in an atmosphere so free from personal 
controversy as that which has marked the 
Conference just adjourned, then this method 
must be regarded as possessing definite advan- 
tages. . So conducted thev, at say rate, leave 
no illusions behind.

IRISH LAYMEN'S MISSIONARY 
MOVEMENT. 


In connection with the Irish Laymen’s 
Missionary Movement, a meeting for men was 
held at 4.50 o'clock yesterday in the Presby- 
terian Church House, 16 5t. stephen’s Green, 


Dublin, for the purpose of hearing an address 
by the Rev. Professor James Haire, M.A., 
.., Assembly's College, Belfast. Professor 


‘Haire came back recently from China, where 
he was a member of the Shanghai Conference, 
and visited the missién stations of the. 
Presbyterian Church in Manchuria. Rev. T. 
J. Irwin, D.Litt., Principal of Wesley College, 
presided, and there wags a good attendance. 

Professor Haire gave interesting impressions 
of the Conference—which was attended by no 
less than 1,189 delegates, a great proportion: 
of them coming from all parts of China 
Shanghai, he said, was more Western in its 
outlook than any other part of China, ‘as it 
was the gate for all missionaries entering that 
vast country. The principal theme of the Con- 
ference ‘was how to develop the Christian 
Church there, and how to make it so 
thoroughly Chinese that it would soon become 
self-supporting and eelf-propagating, which 
See; aa aim of all their foreign missionary 
work.

were doing all they could to enable the 
Chinese people to meet the situation, as they 
realised that that Church must become 
naturalised—must become Chinese, so that 
it might not be regarded as a foreign Church, 
as in the past, and they were. grateful to God 
for the signs of conversion and growth in it 
to-day. : :

In the House of Commons yesterday, Colonel 
Wedgwood asked the Prime Minister whether 
he had yet satisfied the Coalition ex-Ministers 
that they did indeed see and approve of the 


Goutaris-Curzon correspondence, —. 
Mr. Bonar Law—As I promised in answer 
to a suppleméntary question on Thursday, I 
have made further inquiries. The facts are 
as follow :—M. Gounaris’s letter, dated Feb- 
ruary 16th, was received in the Foreign Office: 
om Pebresky 16th, and was circula to the 
Cabinet in print on February 24th. 
Lord Curzon’» reply of March 6th was 
circulated to the Cabinet in print on March 
9th. Both these documents are in the files of 
the Cabinet offices, and the records of the 
Foreign Office show that they were circulated 
in the usual way to the Cabinet. (Cheers.) 
Colonel Wedgwood—Was this the ordinary 
method in which the Cabinet conducted their | 
business, in spite of having a Cabinet secre- 
tariat at their hands? 
Mr. Bonar Law—Invariably documents 
issued by the Foreign Office were circulated 
by themselves and copies were sent to the 
Cabinet secretariat, af 
Mr. Lloyd George—The Prime Minister 
promised also on Thursday to look up the 
Cabinet records and see if the letter came 
before the Cabinet? 
Mr. Bonar Law~—Oh, no! That question 
was never asked. JI think the question was 
whether it was in the Cabinet secretariat 
officg, As far as I know—I have not made 
inquiries—it did not come before the Cabinet; 
but, of course, that depends on the individual 
Minister. E 
Replying to Commander Kenworthy, Mr, 
Banar Law said that it was assumed that 
every document considered important enough 
to be circulated was circulated. 
Mr. T. P. O’Connor—Is the right hon, 
gentleman prepared to give an explanation 
why a document, the neglect of which has 
ruined Greece and sent several of her Ministers 
to the scaffold, .was not considered by the 
Cabinet in Council? - 
There was no answer. 


PERSONAL EXPLANATION. 


Mr. Lloyd George said—I would like to 
make one word of personal explanation, in- 
asmuch as I put a question last week and cast 
some doubt upon the circulation of this docu- 
ment. I wish to say that, having heard the 
statement of my right hon. friend and having 
made further inquiry, 1 unreservedly accept 
the statement made by the Foreign Office 
that in so far as I am concerned the papers 
were circulated. 
The circulation, as Cabingt Ministers know 
very well, is either a limited one to the 
departments particularly concerned or to the 
whole Cabinet; but; whether it was a limite 
one or to the whole Cabinet, I have no doub 
that it was circulated to me as the head o 
the Government, and, therefore, I. assume 
that I received it. 

At the time of circulation my recollection 
is that I was ill, and that. I saw 
no papers That is not the fault of 
the Foreign Office, and 1 am not putting it 
on that ground. Afterwards I went down to 
the country for about three weeks. That ac- 
counts for the fact that it has completely 
passed from my memory. 

There is another reason, which | think it

The only other statement I should like to 
make is this—Neither my colleagues nor my- 
self are responsible for raising that question 
at the present moment. We certainly should 
not have raised it when the Foreign Secretary 
was away. It was raised by newspapers 
which are, certainly, not particularly fmendly 
to me, and though they support my right 
hon. friend, 1 know that he-is not responsible 
in the least for the fact that they published 
this correspondence. : 

But they published it with a suggestion 
that phn Bs happened between M, Gounaris 
and .myself without the knowledge of the 
Government; that I kept it from my col- 
leagues and that I conducted certain nego- 
tiations. I felt that I could not allow them 
to on without making certain inquiries. I 
wish to make it perfectly clear that I have 
no doubt at all as far as Í am concerned 
that the document -was sent to me im the 
ordinary course. 


IN THE LORDS. 

In the House. of Lords the Marquis of 
Salisbury made a statement to the same 
effect as that which Mr. Bonar Law made in: 
the Commons, ' 
The Earl of Birkenhead explained the cir- 
cumstances under which he came to raise the 
uestion last week. He mentioned that about 
the time the documents were circulated he 
was, and had been, suffering from a growing 
affection of the eyes which prevented him, 
except on very rare occasions, from reading 
written matter at all. He was, however, in 
the habit of going through the Foreigh Office 
papers with scrupulous care with a colleague 
who was in the main in agreement with his 
views ov foreign affairs. 
This colleague, however, was quite certain 
that he had not seen the paper in question. 
Neither of them had seen it until M. 
Gounaris’s letter was published recently in a 
Sunday newspaper. Before raising the 
matter in the House of Lords he consulted 
the late Prime Minister, who said he had no 
recollection of having seen the document, but 
he asked him to consult his private secretaries. 
He (Lord Birkenhead) did so, and they 
were quite emphatic that they had not seen 
the document. He also consulted the then 
Secretary for War (Sir L. Worthington Evans) 
Sir Robert Horne, Sir Alfred Mond, and Mr. 
Fisher, who said that they had no recollec- 
tion of having seen either Gounaris’s 
letter or Lord Curzon’s reply. Viscount Lee 
had also given testimony to the same effect. 
He consulted almost every one of his col- 
leagues of first class rank who was not in the 
present Government.

in at least two or three of these cases the 
papers had been discovered in the boxes or 
papers of the Ministers concerned. _ He now 
accepted unreservedly the statement that the 
papers were circulated.

FUTURE OF THE HOLY LAND. 


, 


Pope Pius XI. yesterday held his first 
Secret Consistory for the creation oí new 
Cardinals. Of the eight new Cardinals, four 


are Italians, including the Nuncios in Lisbon 
and Washington. The non-Italians include 
the Archbishop of Rennes and Father Ehrle, 
formerly Librarian of the Vatican, whose 
action in at first. declining the Cardinalate 
aroused considerable interest. ' 

In his allocution (says Reuter’s Rome Cor- 
respondent) the Pope referred to some of the 
raver dangers to the peace of the world, 
firstly in Palestine. ; 
Recalling the address of the Pope Benedict 
XV. in the Consistory of June 13th, 1921, he 
declared that he adopted as his own the pro- 
test and intention expressed on that occasion, 
so that (explained His Holiness) “in the 
settlement of the Holy Land the rights of 
Catholics and all Christians may be safe 
guarded.’’ 

“ Furthermore, considering how great the 
rights of the Catholic Church there are, we 
cannot but wish these rights to be safeguarded 
not only against Jews and infidels, but also 
against non-Catholics, to whatever sect or 
nation they may belong.” , 

The Pontiff then said that he felt great 
anxiety and affliction at the pitiable condition 
into which the Eastern peoples had been 
thrown by recent catastrophes. He recalled 
what the Holy-See had done to help so many 
needs, though the remedies were always inade- 
quate in such an extreme condition of things. 
"“Nor,” said His Holiness, “is there less 
cause for sorrow when we turn our glances to 
unhappy Russia. We have done everything 
in our power to continue the work commenced, 
and left us as a heritage by the inexhaustible 
charity of our predecessors. 

“Not only have we continued it, but we 
have increased it according to the demands of 
ever-growing needs. 

Having referred to the exhortation ad-| 
dressed to the delegates at the Genoa Con- 
ference to consider the sad conditions in which 
the peoples are struggling and the efficacious 
remedies to be applied to such calamities, the 
Pope said—‘‘ We have renewed the same ex- 
hortations to the delegates at the Brussels 
Conference.. Indeed, such conferences will be 
useless, and will develop into bitter and 
dangerous disappointments for the suffering 
nations unless the Governments decide to 
temner justice with; charity, which policy will 
finally rebound to the advantage of both 
conquerors and conquered.”’ 

In the concluding passages the Pope said 
that he hoped the mission of charity and peace 
exercised by the Church would be completely 
successful] in restoring peace and order. 

His Holiness ended by announcing for the 
coming Christmas an Encyclical which would 
contain the programme of his Pontificate.

One hundred armed men on Saturday 
night invaded Carrick-on-Suir, disarmed 
and made prisoners of the garrison, burnt 
the barracks and other buildings, and 
‘patried off the national soldiers’ arms in 
~ They afterwards releaséd all the men 
‘save Captain Balfe, whom they took away 
with them. 

Reinforcements of national soldiers who 
arrived on Sunday evening were attacked. 
The casualties in two days’ fighting in- 
cliided two soldiers killed and several 
wounded, The attackers’ losses are not 
known, | 

Sligo also was invaded on Saturday night 
by armed men, who entered the Town Hall 
and disarmed the guards. The attackers 
are said to have worn Free State uniforms. 
On the approach of reinforcements one 
Frea State soldier was shot dead. The 
attackers then withdrew. 

Incendiaries on Sunday night destroyed 
the goods stores of the Great Southern 
and Western and the Dublin and South- 
Eastern Railway Companies at Waterford. 


COUNTY SLIGO. | 
ARMED MEN’S COUP. ' 
MILITARY POST ENTERED; 
NATIONAL SOLDIER SHOT. 


A band of armed men, numbering between 
30 and 40, made a descent on Sligo on 
Saturday night. They arrived on the out- 
skirts of the town in motors and entered in 
small parties without attracting much atten- 
‘tion. Shortly after half-past nine o'clock 
two of them in national Army uniform en- 
tered the military station at the Town Hall, 
and, immediately producing revolvers, opened 
fire on the guardroom. Seven or eight men, 
also in uniform, overpowered the sentry, and 
the guardroom was rushed, Volunteer Cas 
eetley, a native of Boyle, was seriously 
wounded in the thigh by a pistol bullet. 

A uniformed man waa placed on sentry at 
the main éntrance, ahd the coup was carried 
out. with such cleverness and audacity that 
‘when Captain Rogers, of the national Armv 
who was in mufti, entered the Town Hall 
some time later, he had no guspicion that 
anything was wrong. He was at once dis- 
armed and ed under arrest. 

Word having been conveyed to District 
Headquarters at the Courthouse, Colonel- 


to the Town. Hall. As they approached the 
building they were fired at, and Volunteer 
Skeffington, who was within a few feet ot 
Colonel-Commandant Fallon, was shot dead. 
Fire was opened from a laneway near the 
Post Office and was maintained for nearly an 
hour. | 

The armed men, apparently fearing that the 
building might be surrounded, retreated from 
the rear of the hall, taking with them four 
rifles, but leaving a large quantity of bombs 
and ammunition untouched. It-is said that 
one of the parsy was wounded. 

_ During the operation there was much firing 
in different parts of the town, snd the Court- 
house was sniped at. Military patrols re: 
turned the fire, but there were no further 
casvalties. Volunteer Skeffington was a native 
of Sligo; and setved*:in the Connaught 
Rangers in the European War. 


COUNTY TIPPERARY. 


CARRICK-ON-SUIR 
RAID. 


GARRISON DISARMED AND 
BARRACK BURNED. 


About 100 armed men, among whom were 
well-known Tipperary leaders, rushed the 
national Army barracks at Carrick-on-Suir, 
overpowered the guard, took complete posses- 
sion of the barrack, and made the garrison 
prisoners They rounded up in the streets of 
the town and in the cinema theatres about 
thirty members of the national Army, and dis- 
armed them. Portion of the seized arms 
were put in a Crossley ca", while other seized 
arms and ammunition were put into three lor- 
ries taken from local traders. 

The armed men then released the national 
garrison, numbering about seventy, set fire 
to the barracks, which was formerly a work- 
house and hospital buildings. These. were 
almost completely burned. Later they set 
fire to the Hibernian Hall, in which it was 
stated that the Oivic Guard were to be 
accommodated. 

During the operations at the barracks men 
entered the Post ice and ‘lelephone Ex- 
change, and destroyed the tobegraph and 
telephone apparatus. 

During the round up of national soldiers in 
the streets there was intense revolver and 
rifle fire, resulting in the following casualties : 

Sergeant Gardiner, National Army, a native 
of Dublin, severely wounded in the head. 
He died on Sunday evening. 

Ellen O’Brien, severely wounded in the 
Sa and face. She is in a critical condi- 

ion. 

Privates Dalton and Walsh, National Army, 
wounded in the leg and hand—not dangerous. 

The armed men left in lorries at midnight, 
and took with them Captain Balfe, National 
Army. . 

On Sunday evening large reinforcements 
arrived, a party of soldiers proceeding towards 
the burnt barracks being fired at from the 
hills overlooking the harracks. 

Private Peter Gilsenan, National Army, was 
shot dead,. and another soldier slightly 
wounded in the hand.

A HUSBAND’S LIABILITY 
DEFINED. 

In the King’s Bench Division, London, yes- 
terday, Mr. Justice Bailhache decided a novel 
point dealing with a husband’s responsibility 
in law for the actions of his wife. The plaintitis 
in the action—Mrs. Rachel Beatrice udwards, 
Leatherdale street, Globe road, Mile End, 
and Mra. Louisa Willmore, Arberry road, 
Mile End, claimed the recovery of £355, 
which they alleged had been lent to Mrs. M. 
Porter, St. Peter's road, Mile End, on the 
latter's representations that her husband re- 
quired the money to meet certain bills. 
Mr. Porter was joined as a defendant to 
the action, but dented that he had given his 
wife any authority to borrow the money. — 
His lordship gave judgment for the plain- 
tiffs against the wife, with costs, but dis- 
missed the husband from the case, with costs, 
His lordship observed that a husband was not 
liable for the fraudulent represertations of his 
wife, who might order a Rolls Royce car, re- 
presenting that it was for her husband. In 
that case the husband could not be sued in 
contract, and it would be hard if he could be 
sued in that court for fraudulent representa- 
tion.

County Dublin Farmers’ Association, said that 
is was pot fair to the farmers that the roads 
should be kept iu the condition they were in. 
They shotld not be conteht with protesting, 
but should demand that the roads should be 
put in order. He mentioned particularly tne 
roads from Enniskerry to Milltown, and from 
Bray to Dublin. He propesed a resolution 
protesting against the condition of the roads 
in the Rathdown area, which was described as 
“ghameíul.'” The resolution proceeded :— 
“In our opinion the County Dublin County 
Council, in the construction and macadamising 
o* the roads, have had no regard to any 
interest but the motor interest, as the prin- 
cipal roads in the southern part of the County 
are not only uneuitable, but dangerous for 
horse-traflic, as is evidenced eve ay by the 
large number of accidents that take place. 

“ As ratepayers, whose money is spent in 
the construction and upkeep ot these rvads, 
we demand that, at the very least, a strip six 
feet wide on either side of these roads should 
b> specially prepared for horse and other 
traffic; that the portion of the roads opposite 
by-roads be sanded, and that the County 
Council be urged immediately to take steps to 
carry out this reform.”
